Response to arguments: 

Arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims - at least the 
independent claims. "Biologically active metal precipitated with counter ion of a cationic 
material ..." etc are not recited in the claims. Applicant's arguments against the product 
by process rejection is not persuasive, since there is no evidence in support of the 
argument that structural differences exist, which are not taught by the references. 
Having the biological interception agent on " a portion of selected carbonized fibrillated 
fibers" is also not a patentable limitation: a portion can include the whole, so also the 
selected portion; such limitations do not further limit the claims; and applicant does not 
define what the portion is and how critical it is for the claimed invention. Carbonizing 
conditions are not patentable limitations in the product claim. 

Applicant also has not responded to the double-patenting rejections.
